which will be pleasing to the intellectual seekers. 


Sri Ramesh Babaji Maharaj 

I am just thinking about how to begin or complete the description of 
the astonishing radiance of the most learned, effulgent character of the 
revered Babaji - the treasure of excellent virtues, an ocean of mercy, who 
received the Divine Couple personified, an excellent spiritual mentor 
possessing distinct grandeur; my dull-witted mind becomes quite numb 
in this regard. 

vidhi hari har kavi kovid bani, kahat sadhu mahima sakuchani 

so mo sana kahi jata na kaise, saka banik mani guna gana jaise

The objective of describing his divine character is for my own 
purification as well as attempting for the welfare of the people. 

The scholarly readers are informed that this article will only be able 
to give the symbolic introduction to the highly revered Baba Sri. How can 
a biography of this exalted personality, endowed with all virtues, be the 
subject of writing or speaking? 

“karni karuna sindhu ki mukha kahata na avai” 

One without internal purity has no capacity to actually comprehend 
the genuine character of this accomplished saint; so to write about it is 
very difficult. Nevertheless, countless people keenly desire to hear about 
the nectarean narration of the life of this transcendentally famous super 
human. Shamelessly, an attempt will be made to describe this universal 
great character in words. 

He endowed Prayaga, the king of pilgrimage places, with the good 
fortune as his birth- site. Being the only son to his parents was a recipient 
of very special parental affection. 

The primary cause of his manifestation was a specific plan of the 
Lord. When the divine couple - Sri Baladeva Prasad Sukla [renowned as 
Sukla Bhagavan] and Srimati Hemeévari Devi did not have an offspring 
for some time, they went to Tarkesvara Mahadeva near Kolkata and 


distressfully prayed for a child. This resulted in the incarnation of a 
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precious daughter Sri Tarkeshwari devi [didi] - on the seventh day of 
pausha month in the Indian calendar year -1930. 

Later the couple was concerned with the desire to beget a son. With 
this goal, they went on a difficult pilgrimage and reached Ramesvara. 
While fasting from food and water, engrossed them-selves in worshiping 
Lord Siva. They performed a great sacrifice [yajfia] with a desire to get a 
son. Lord Ramesvara, who is easily pleased, was delighted and 
reciprocated with this severe worship. On the third night, He gave the 
boon to Hemeévari devi to have a son. Because of worshiping Siva, she 
gave birth to an amazing son at 12:00 noon in the Abhijit muhurta on the 
seventh day of Krsna paksa, pausha month, in 1938. His father, Baladeva 
Prasada was a very great, renowned teacher of astrology, and just looking 
at the forehead of this astonishing child, said, “This child will never marry 
and will become a devoted celibate. He has appeared strictly for the 
purpose of salvation of the human race.” That is what happened. Teacher 
and pupil- following the tradition went for learning and studying, but in 
a very short time the study was completed. 

alpa kal vidhya bahu payi 

Speedily, he became a master. With his study, he only wanted to give 
credit to teachers; they were his instructors. Expert in all fields, this genius 
surprised even the great music maestros with his expertise in the fine arts 
of singing and playing musical instruments. Even Prayagaraja could 
cherish the presence of this ‘tirthi kurvanti tirthani,’ one who causes a 
place to become a place of pilgrimage - an extra ordinary grandeur 
endowed with inconceivable powers within a short time. 

To fulfill the mission of his incarnation, twice he ran away from his 
native land to go to Braja, but the hold of his mother was so strong that 
he could not succeed. Now, on the third attempt, beyond the level of the 
senses, in one move, like uprooting grass, he relinquished everything and 
once again progressed towards Braja unimpeded. 

He wandered around the inhabited forests of Chitrakoot, abandoning 
any concern for life. This was the residential forest region for Lord Shri 


Rama, the jewel of the Sun dynasty, and also became the residence of Shri 
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Ramesh Baba Ji. He wandered fearlessly in these dangerous forests with 
every possibility of attack from the cruel and ferocious animals with the 
spirit and mood of 'sa rakshita rakshati yo hi garbhe’ [one who protected 
me even in embryo will always protect me]. 

With thirsty eyes and devoted heart, longing to see and obtain the 
adorable, worshipped the Supreme Lord, the lotus feet of Shri Ramesh 
Baba Ji kept moving towards Sri dhama Barsana [Radharani's abode] till 
he finally arrived. On the way he faced so many extra ordinary heart- 
rending situations. Although the collective narration of these events on 
the way is captivating, inspiring and excellent, to discuss these ventures 
in detail is only possible via a separate book; here it is only briefly 
discussed. 

After coming to Barsana, his body, mind, and vision focused in a 
spiritual direction. With Shriji's blessings, he became the disciple of the 
publisher of such a profound book as “Mahavani,’ the most infinitely 
opulent ‘Shri Priya Sharanji Maharaja’, who was constantly absorbed in 
the nectarean ocean of Radharani's sweet essence, and protected by Her; 
whose mind, adored and illuminated by the bright and radiant splendour 
of the fair Radharani, always revolved around the blissful divine couple. 

In Braja-Bhamini [Radharani]'s birth place Barsana - a small gahvar 
garden was created by Radharani's own hands. 

In Gahvarvana - the most favourite resting and cajoling place 
pleasing to the mind of proud [Manini] Radharani was ‘Sri Maan Mandir’ 
where the honourable Shri Baba Ji felt most comfortable. Maan Gadh is 
one great summit out of the four peaks of Brahmachal Mountain. In those 
days, because of inherent dreadful danger, no would even enter the 
courtyard of the temple. Thieves used the principal inner area of the 
temple to hide stolen goods. How can the thieves cause fear in the mind 
of this super human Shri Baba Ji - who was engaged in worshiping the 
greatest thief of all - Lord Krishna? 

He was fearless because of his emotions, ‘taskaranam pataye namah’ 
a respectful greeting to the true leader of thieves, who is the thief of the 


‘mud’ of sins as well as the thief of money. We should adore, even the 
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thief, if he is Brajabasi [resident of Braja]. Shri Baba Ji, with this emotion 
and perception, being good will ambassador, has never looked upon even 
an aggressive person with hostility or enmity. His surcharged presence 
and divine spiritual character gradually awakened this place. 

In his divine life, he always engaged innumerable souls in the welfare 
of the world and the path of spiritual advancement; he still continues to 
this day. 

After Shriman Caitanyadeva [He was the Supreme Person who 
caused a nectarean river flow of the divine name of the Lord, destroying 
the impurities of Kali-yuga], Shri Baba Ji expended continuoue efforts in 
the ‘nama-sankirtan’ - chanting the holy name of the Supreme Lord in 
congregation; the holy name of the Supreme Lord resounds again and 
again in 32, 000 villages via the medium of 'prabhat feri' [congregational 
chanting of the holy name at dawn while dancing in streets]. 

He protected the divine forests, lakes, and mountains associated with 
Lord Sri Krsna's pastimes, and not so long ago, nicely decorated and 
beautified them by planting thousands of trees. Let me remind you that 
in the year 2009, during 'Radharani Braja yatra’ —- Shri Baba Ji himself, 
along with other Brajabasis, went on a hunger strike till death. With 
strong determination, he fasted from even water until the government 
halted the blasting of the holy mountains of Braja, for the purpose of 
excavation, that were associated with Krishna's pastimes. 

Throughout, Braja-pilgrims also faithfully joined the hunger strike 
and started dancing and chanting the holy names of the Lord in 
congregation. The dancing and chanting continued enthusiastically and 
it was only the result of unflinching faith in the name of the Supreme that 
only after twelve hours, the news of victory was delivered. The 
government bowed down in defeat against the extra-ordinary power of 
this celestial personality. 

Ten years ago, to protect the cows, he founded the 'Mataji Gosala’ 
[building to keep and maintain cows]. In no time, that seed has sprouted 
in the form ofa giant tree. In the shadow and protection of that tree, forty- 


five thousand cows are nourished and maintained well respected and 
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treated as mothers. For this great personality, who always avoids any 
collection or acceptance, his only wealth and property is the divine 
powerful name of the Supreme Lord. 

Even though he has been greatly unattached to worldly objects and 
worldly affairs, he effected and accomplished some herculean tasks. The 
only liberator, guardian, saviour, and protector of Vraja-culture had 
taken a vow sixty four years ago of ‘kshetra-sanyas (not to leave the Vraja 
and go out)’ for Vraja and he has been staying steadfastly and splendidly 
for last 64 years in Vraja. The whole essence of his possessions has been 
Vraja, Vrajesh (Lord Shri Krishna and Shrimati Radharani), and 
Vrajavasi. Thousands have blossomed in good fortune of his viscinity 
who have exceptional and excellent experiences of Shri Baba Ji and who 
themselves had transcendental perceptions and realizations. This 
distinguished personality has fascinated and infatuated the hearts of 
discerning and judicious persons with extensive empire of emotions, 
lucid and beautiful reflections, and various considerations. In fact, such 
personality is accessible to only those who have grace of Lord Shri 
Krishna. It will not be an exaggeration to state that at which level of 
bottomless ocean of essence and elegance, he can easily relish, other 
knowers of the essence cannot even enter. 

One cannot fathom his internal thoughts and considerations judging 
from his outward simplicity and natural state of disposition. His intimate 
joy derived from pastimes of divine couple, his inner emotions and 
disposition, state of happiness derived from association with divine 
couple, etc. can be only conjectured from reading his astonishing 
compositions. His incomparable compositions like ‘Shree rasiya 
Raseshvari’, “Svar bansi ke shabda noopura ke’, ‘Vrajabhaavamaalika’, 
‘Bhaktadvaya charitra’ etc. are so sentimental, emotional and heart- 
melting. 

His enlightening association and discourses incessantly continue 
three times a day. For sadhus, aspirants and accomplished devotees alike, 
his elegant and tasteful discourses provide uplifting and sublimating 


knowledge. His divine life style scented with the fragrance of humility 
fe) 
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became center of attraction for very many pure devotees greedy of 
spiritual relish. Hundreds of aspirants have left their homes and even 
today are refugees under his protection. Occurrence of such grandeur and 
fragrance is naturally very astonishing. 

Succession of essence and elegance accomplished saints in land of 
Vraja is never broken or severed. Radharani’s this small Gahvar garden 
too is never without flowers; the hot season or the cold season, autumn 
or rain, one will at least find one blossomed flower for offering in worship 
of the worshipped and adored deity. Even today world is delivering the 
auspicious recitation of this immortal, the most beautiful, the most 
virtuous and the most important and outstanding flower — Shri Baba Ji. 
For limitless favors and kindness, incessant reverential homage and 
perpetual bows are not enough. 

I pray to this incarnated love and affection personified super-human 
to give us enough strength to follow his lotus feet.

Vastu amolak di mahare satguru, kirpa kar apnayo 
Janam janam ki punji payi, jag mein sabhi khovayo 
Kharche nahi koi chor na levai, din-din badhat savayo 
Sat ki naav khevatiya satguru, bhavsagar tar aayo 
Mira ke prabhu GirdharNagar, harash 2 jas gayo 

Bhagavan is the real wealth. One who leaves His shelter 
and surrenders unto money is not a devotee. 

Listen, I’m not praising myself but I am telling you this 
to increase your faith and determination that this is the 
truth. Till today, I haven’t kept any penny with me. There 
may not be a poor person like me in the world but even 
then great and incredible works, services of Dham and 
devotees have been completed from this place, Maan 
Mandir. 

When I came to Braj, I used to live beneath trees. | 
didn't have hut and today the biggest ashram exists at 
Maan Mandir where hundreds of devotees render 
devotional service. Many people come and ask, "What will 


these sadhus, mendicants do tomorrow, how will they 
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earn, what will they eat without formal education?" Such 
foolish and ignorant people come, those who consider 
formal, overrun worldly education alone as education. 
They do not even know that there is no lesson above and 
beyond the discourses on devotion and devotional services. 
Therefore, we need to practice and execute devotion with 
this firm faith and determination that devotional service to 
Supreme Lord is the highest education. 

Bhagavan gives food and shelter to even those who are 
thieves and robbers. He is the Lord of the worlds. Then will 
He not provide for those who love Him? That's why 
devotees should not worry about their maintenance and 
protection.

Bhagavan said in Bhagawad-Gita, ‘You should 
remember and meditate on me exclusively with devotion 
and I will maintain and protect you always.’ Mahabharata 
is nothing but the evidence of this very shloka. Krishna 
protected the Pandavas in the most abominable and 
controversial situtaions. The lives of Pandavas are the 
proof of this shloka. To cite a couple of examples- When 
Bhisma took a vow to kill Pandavas with just five arrows, 
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Krishna protected them. When Karna aimed Narayana- 
astra towards Pandavas then He protected them. When 
Bhima killed Duryodhna with treachery, Lord Balrama 
became very angry and ran after Bhima to kill him. Then it 
was Shri Krishna who protected Bhima. Uttara's child in 
her womb was protected by Him from the heat of 
Aswatthama's Brahma-astra. 

Like this many times and at many places Shri Krishna 
protected and maintained Pandavas. Why did He do so? 
Because they were exclusively absorbed in His 
rememebrance and such an uninterrupted and unflinching 


faith is exclusive faith.

Understand that many people attempt to meet 
Bhagavan, perform austerities for millions of years but fail 
to realise Him.Surdas Ji has said — 

Jau lau man kamana na chute 
Tau kaha joga-jajna brata kinhain, binu kan tus kau kute 
Kaha sanana kiye tirath ke, ang bhasma jath juthe 
Kaha purana ju padhe atharaha, urdhva dhum ke ghute 
Jag sobha, ki sakal badai, in te kachu na khute 
Karni aur, kahe kachu aurain, man dashu disi tute 
Kam krodha mad lobha satru hain, jo itnani sau chute 
Surdas tabhi tam nasain, jnana-agini-jhar phute 

Until our mind is preoccupied with wordly desires, 

desires for sense gratification, nothing is going to happen 


even if you perform sacrifices, meditate, or fast. Just like

you go on thrashing straw and chaff but you will never get 
the produce as there are no grains within to be separated 
from the straw. Similarly, till the time we have worldly 
desires, we cannot attain Bhagavdn even in our dreams. 
Some go to bathe in Kumbha-mela, some go to pilgrimage 
to sanctify themselves but nothing is going to happen. 
Someone smears holy ash on the body, someone keeps 
long matted hair, reads all eighteen Puranas but if there are 
worldly desires in mind then how will one attain 
Bhagavan? 

Saint Shukracharya ji performed severe penance by 
hanging himself upside down. From below smoke was 
coming and he kept on inhaling that for thousands of 
years. It was then that he went far ahead Saint Brihaspati in 
his power and prestige. Even then, he couldn't attain 
Bhagavan due to his desire to become great. 

Mostly people want name-fame and prestige in this 
world. They become recognized sadhus, learned scholars, 
narrators of sacred texts and give long and intense 
discourses but they do not practice what they preach. They 
often say, 'I'm totally attached to Krishna and no one else.' 
But their actions are exactly opposite. When one gets free 
from desires, anger, greed, illusions and other enemies of 
the soul on this path, one's heart gets purified by removing 
such darkness and then acurrent of Krishna-Prem is 


manifested and starts showering love. 
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The stream of Krsihna-love was flowing in the heart of 
Mira as she had no material desire in her heart. She never 
desired for the maintenanceof her life. 
Jo pahiravai soi pahiru, jo de de soi khau 
Meri unki priti purani, un bin pal na rahau 
Jaha baithave tithi baithu, beche to bik jau 
Mira ke prabhu Giridhar Nagar, bar bar bali jau 
One should be happy and content in all situations in 
which Krishna puts him. This alone is true devotion. 
Becoming disheartened in a penny insult, rejoicing a lot in 
small praises is not devotion. Both these insults and praises 
must be discarded, if one wishes to roam in the land of 


Braj.

Even a little dependency upon the material world takes 
us far away from the love of Radha-Krishna. Completely 
forget, who is mother? Who is father? Who is sister? Who 
is brother? Then it is called complete surrender of the self. 

tam eva Saranam gaccha sarva-bhavena bharata 
tat-prasddat param santim sthanam prdapsyasi sasvatam 
(BG 18.62) 

Bhagavan said in BhagwadGita, “Arjun! Surrender 
unto Me completely. Then you shall attain transcendental 
peace.” 

Do not trust any other means, do not depend upon any 
kins and relatives. Then will you get the trust of Lord Shri 


Krishna.That's why forget that there is someone in this 
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world who belongs to me. Forget that anyone will give me 
shelter in this world. Forget that if I get sick then someone 
will take care of me. Forget all these mundane worldly 
things. 

Understand that it was Vidur who obliged Dhritrashtra, 
otherwise he would have continued to suffer the most 
hellish and abominable conditions. 

Vidur told Dhritrashtra— 

agnir nisrsto dattas ca garo dards ca dusitah 
hrtam ksetrarh dhanam yesam tad-dattair asubhih kiyat 
(SB 1.13.23) 
“Oh, my dear elder brother! You tried to burn down 


Pandavas to death in Lakshagriha, you witnessed the 
disrobing of your daughter-in-law, Draupadi, you snatched 
away everything from pandavas in gambling through 
trickery and deceit. When Pandavas lost all the wealth and 
possessions in gambling, they were forced to keep 
wandering in forests. Can you ever possibly get liberated 
because of all such dealings? After listening the harsh 
words of Vidura, the ignorance of Dhritrashtra got 
destroyed and he understood that he will have to endure 
such hellish life forever and became very sad. But again 
Vidur Ji spoke, “You can liberate yourself even now. How? 
By giving up all dependencies, abandon even shelter of 
Panadavas. Depend only upon The Supreme Lord and 
immediately leave this house now.” 
gata-svartham imam deham virakto mukta-bandhanah 


avijnata-gatir jahyat sa vai dhira udahrtah 
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(SB 1.13.25) 
Give up your life where there is no one to care, no one 


to even give water and no one to serve. This is called 
‘avijyat gati. Few days are left in your life and doing thus, 
you will certainly attain Bhagavan. All your uncountable 
sins will be burnt. Just abandon all shelters. 

Gandhari was listening. Her eyes were covered with 
tied cloth. She was also blind but understood that today her 
husband is going to leave everyone and he is going to go 
away certainly. Dhritrashtra got up in the night and quietly 
started moving even though blind. Gandhari immediately 
caught his hand and inquired where was he going? He said, 
“Didn't you listen Vidura's suggestions? ‘Avijyat 
gatirjahyat'. Give up your life there, where there is no one 
to ask and no one to take care.” 

Mo marne ko nem hai, marun to Prabhu ke dwar 
Kabhun to Prabhu puchihain, kaun maryo mere dwar 

Gandhari said, “Why should I stay here in hellish 
conditions? I will die, where you will die.” 

Dhritarashtra said - Let's go. Saying this the blind 
couple left everything in the night. No one knows how 
many times they would have hurt themselves with no one 
to show the way or to give company or to take care. No one 
was with them to help them rise if they fell in a ditch. This 
is called complete surrender. 

Dhritarashtra attained perfection, otherwise he would 


have continued his hellish life for millions of years. Only 
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this thought that I should die at a place where there is no 
one to support, guide and give water, gave him liberation. 
Therefore, those of us who have started their devotional 
journey must forget mundane things like where is my 
home? Who is my mother? Who is father? Everything is 
Krishna Himself. Only this thought simply will enable us to 


cross the ocean of material world.

Understand that Bhagavan has said that He doesn't 
reside in Vaikuntha, nor does He reside in the hearts of the 
yogis meditating on Him for millions of years. Then where 
does He live? Wherever His devotees sing, chant, dance 
and try to please Him, He certainly resides there.

Bhagavan is dear to the whole world. He loves 


everyone. He is the supreme authority. He is the supersoul 

of all souls, everyone's best friend and all knowledge. He is 

the desired object. He is the perfection, He is our soul. 

When He is everything then why can't we see Him? We are 
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unable to see him because we are ourselves blind as our 
intelligence is blind. Why so? 

Small and petty desires have made us blind. If we 
somehow give up these desires then immediately, we can 
see Him. 

Jahi na cahia kabahu kachu tumh san sahaj sanehu 


Basahu nirantar tasu man so raur nij gehu 
(R.C.M Ayodhya. 131) 
We shouldn't desire any object from Him. If you are 


hungry, do not ask for bread, then He Himself will come 
and reside in the temple of our hearts and will never leave. 
MiraBai had this perfection — 
Mai Giridhar ke ghar jaaun 
Girdhar mharo sacho pritam dekhat rup lubhaun 
Rain pare tabhi uth jau bhor bhaye uthi aaun 
Rain dina vake sang khelu jyun tyun tahi rijhaaun 
She declared, “I go with my Girdhar everyday, I see 
Him everyday, He is my beloved and I play with my 
Girdhar day and night.” 
How did she attain such perfection ? 
Jo pahiravai soi pahiru, jo de de soi khaaun 
Meri unki priti purani, un bin pal na rahaaun 
Jahan baithave tithi baithun, beche to bik jaaun 
Mira ke prabhu Giridhar Nagar, bar bar bali jaaun 
We think of getting sweets, laddoos, burfis, and other 
mouth-watering eatables. Today I have worn this cloth, 
tomorrow I must get new clothes. I must get respect- 


honour, money and so on. The list goes on. All such desires 
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destroy devotion. Therefore, we must give up all these 
desires and we will see Bhagavan. Very small and petty 
things separate us far away from Him. 
Jahan kam tahan Ram nahi, jahan Ram nahi kam 
Tulsi kahu kaise rahe, ravi rajni ik tham 

Can ever Sun and night co-exist? Never. Similarly, 
where desires exist, Bhagavan cannot co-exist. If one wants 
to attain Him, one has to give up all other desires. If we can 
possibly give up all our material desires, then we will 


certainly achieve the special mercy forever and ever.

Like the things that are sold in the market - gold, silver 


among others, each object keeps on changing hands from 
here to there.

Similarly, all the mundane worldly objects are in a 
constant flux. All of them keep on changing. Today they 
are here, tomorrow somewhere else and so is the condition 
of living entity. 

Narad Ji had educated Chitraketu that the same soul 
who has become the father of someone, or brother to 
someone will tomorrow become the mother or daugther of 


somone else. This cycle goes on. 
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Similarly, we have also become someone's son, 
tomorrow may become their father. Today we have 
become mother of someone, tomorrow may become their 
daughter. This is what is going on in this world. Things 
keep on rotating and reverting back and forth. Likewise all 
the living beings keep on wandering till one has bodily 
consciousness and ego. For this reason alone, the relations 
of this world are temporary and false. They do not last long 
and keep on changing. One shouldn't be entangled in this. 
Bhagavan alone is the only relative to be accepted. He 
alone is beloved. He alone is the mother. He alone is the 
father, He alone is husband, and He alone is friend. 
Actually, He is everything. We must consider this reality 
and establish all relations in Him. 
Tvameva mata ca pita tvameva, 
tvameva bandhusca sakha tvameva 
Tvameva vidya dravinam tvameva, 


tvameva sarvam mam devadeva 


(7) 


Till the time we do not give up desires, we cannot attain 
the Brahmi-sthiti. There are innumerable desires for sense 
gratification, for eating and drinking, for wearing and 
covering, for respect and recognition. One who can 
possibly leave all these desires, may attain the Brahmi- 
sthiti. Brahmi-sthiti meaning meeting Bhagavan or the 


realization of Bhagavan. 
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vihaya kaman yah sarvan pumamis carati nihsprhah 
nirmamo nirahankarah sa santim adhigacchati 


(BG 2.71) 
We cannot attain Bhagavan through cheating 


propensity. No duplicity works there. In this world, we 
pretend with everyone. We pose as if we are desire-less, as 
if we have left everything. We simply say for the sake of 
saying. When all the desires become nullified in reality 
only then one attains the stage of Brahmi-sthiti. Prior to 
that one gets nothing by posing and pretending. Surdasa Ji 
has written in one composition: 
Jau lau man kamana na chute 
Tau kaha joga-jajya brata kinhain, binu kan tus kau kute 
Kaha sanana kiye tirath ke, ang bhasma jat jute 
Kaha purana ju padhe atharaha, urdhva dhum ke ghute 
Jag sobha, ki sakal badai, in te kachu na khute 
Karni aur, kahe kachu aurain, man dashu disi tute 
Kam krodha mad lobha satru hain, jo itnani sau chute 
Surdas tabhi tam nasain, jnana-agini-jhar phute 

All our efforts are useless if we have desires in mind. 
We simply took the appearance of a sadhu, grew the mass 
of braided hair, took bath in holy places, read all the 
eighteen Puranas but all these are in vain. The darkness of 
the heart is not removed through mundane speeches. 
These desires are the real darkness. We all give lectures, 
gossip and chatter but this is of no use. As the spring of 
water bursts open without saying, similarly when all 


desires are eliminated, the spring of knowledge manifests 
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in the heart and then for time immemorial one gets 
submerged in the ocean of bliss. Bhagavan has said that 
when one gives up all desires, has no expectation and ego 
then one attains the supreme divine everlasting peace. 
esa brahmi sthitih partha nainam prapya vimuhyati 
sthitvasyam anta-kdle ‘pi brahma-nirvanam rcchati 
(BG 2.72) 
After attaining the stage of Brahmi-sthiti, one doesn't 
fall back in the clutches of delusion. If before death, one's 
mind attains this state then understand that one has 
attained Bhagavan. That's why become solid, not hollow. 


Remove small and petty desires from their very roots. 


(8) 


yesam tv anta-gatam pdpam jandnam punya-karmanadm 

(BG 7.28) 

Bhagavan told Arjuna that those human beings who 
become free from sin by constantly engaging themselves in 
pious and welfare oriented activities, become determined 
in devotional activities. ‘Determined’ implies constant 
engangement without failure. No matter whether one dies, 
goes anywhere, takes birth in any species of life but his 
devotional service and worship continues. Everyone dies. 
We will also die but if we become determined then even 
death cannot harm us. Mother Devaki says in Bhagawatam, 

martyo mrtyu-vydla-bhitah palayan 
lokan sarvan nirbhayam naddhyagacchat 
tvat padabjam prapya yadrcchayaddya 
susthah sete mrtyur asmdd apaiti 
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(SB 10.3.27) 
Living being is wandering and death is following him. 


Why do we eat? We eat so that we live on. Why do we 
cover ourselves? We cover ourselves so that we won't die. 
Why do we build houses? We build houses so that we have 
shelter and protection. Every moment we are running and 
moving followed by death snake, Time. No matter which 
form we attain, this Time snake eats us up. But when one 
catches the lotus feet of Bhagavan then one sleeps soundly 
and comfortably as even time runs away from such a 
person. Death fears such a person. That's why surrender 
unto the lotus feet of Bhagavan with firm determination 
and then see how even death becomes helpless and cannot 


harm you. 


(9) 
Mamtaa tu na gayi mere man te 
Paake kes janam ke sathi, laaj gayi lokante 
Tan thake kar kampan lage, jyoti gayi nainante 
Sarvan bachan na sunat kahuke bal gaye sab indrinate 

Tute dasan bachan nahi aavat sobha gayi mukhante 
Kaph pita baat kanth par baithe suthi bulavat karte 
Bhai-bandhu sab param pyare nari nikarat gharte 

Jaise sasi-mandal bich syahi chute na kti jatante 

Tulsidas balijau charante lobh paraye dhante 
Our affection and egoism persists because this tendency 
of ‘me’ and ‘mine resides in each one of us. Son, daughter, 


wife, husband, saint, mendicant everyone has this. Son and 
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daughter say, ‘This is my mother, this is my father.’ Father 
says, This is my son, this is my daughter.’ Wife says, ‘He is 
my husband.’ Husband says, 'She is my wife.’ Saints and 
mendicants say, ‘These are our huts, our ashrams, our male 
and female disciples." 

Such affection always persists. Expectations of respect 
and honour are subtle form of affections. We left our 
homes and family — i.e. we left gross forms of affection but 
affection in subtle form does persist that we wish to have 
respect. We now have grey hairs, have become old, are in 
death beds but even then our affections persist. We even 
die amidst affections. What is affection? ‘ekadasham 
svikarnam mameti’. To believe that, anything belongs to 
me and is mine, is affection. My friend, my brother, my 
body, wherever this mentality of me and mine resides, that 
very thought is affection. That's why give up the tendency 
of affection. When this tendency ceases to exist then one 
must understand that this is the real mercy of Bhagavan. 
Brahma ji has said - 

yesam sa esa bhagavan dayayed anantah 
sarvatmandasrita-pado yadi nirvyalikam 
te dustardm atitaranti ca deva-mayam 
naisam mamadham iti dhih sva-srgdla-bhaksye 
(SB 2.7.42) 

When the limitless Bhagavan shows His limitless mercy 
then alone is this unsurmountable clutches of me and mine 
is broken. sarvatmandasrita-pado yadi nirvyalikam - If one 


surrenders unto Bhagavan whole-heartedly without 
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adulteration and duplicity of desires then that limitless 
mercy is attained and one crosses the ocean of material 
existence. Then one will never have ‘me-mine’ tendency in 
this filthy body. This unclean lump of excrement and urine 
with foul smell is fit for the food of dogs and jackals. Leave 
alone the dead bodies and see that they are eaten up by 
dogs and jackals. 


(10) 

Prahlad ji has said that association of saints and 
devotees is the greatest pilgrimage. There is no need to visit 
any holy places, neither Ganges nor Godavari, not even the 
king of pilgrimage Prayag. This is mentioned in Ramayana 
also; 

Mud mangalmay sant samaju 
Jo jag jangam tirath raju 
(R.C.M.Bal. 2) 
Devotees are mobile holy places. Holy places are inert 


and stagnant and therefore needs to be visited through 
endeavours like spending money to travel by car or train. 
Holy places in the form of devotees are moving and vibrant 
real place of pilgrimage. Genuine holy place. Why? 
Stagnant holy places are attained by great endeavours, 
spending time and money, fares etc. and even then not all 
offenses get burnt and cleansed away at the pilgrimage. 
Only the gross forms of bodily offenses get burnt and 
washed away at the holy places, not the subtle ones of the 


mind. Association of saints not only removes the gross 
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offenses of the body but also the subtle offenses of mind. 
Prahlad ji has said - 
yat-sanga-labdham nija-virya-vaibhavam 
tirtham muhuh samsprsatam hi mdnasam 
haraty ajo ‘ntah srutibhir gato ngajam 
ko vai na seveta mukunda-vikramam 


(SB 5.18.11) 
In association of devotees, one gets to hear the divine 


pastimes of Bhagavan and repeatedly if one goes there then 
every time one gets to hear the dicussions of Bhagavan's 
names, qualities, fame, opulence, pastimes. By this process, 
very quickly Bhagavan comes and personally resides in 
one's heart and personally removes the dirt and offenses of 
the mind. When one hears the pastimes or the 
transcendental names of Bhagavan through one's own ears 
then He enters through the ears and gets seated in the 
heart. There, He personally removes the dirt and offenses 
of the mind accumulated since time immemorial through 


countless births. 


(11) 

This world has been called an inn in 
SrimadBhagwatam. 'Inn' is where travellers stay on and 
drink water, refresh and then carry on their individual 
routes. In this way, this world, family and relations 
(mother-father, wife-husband, and so on) resemble a 


crowd gathered at the inn where no one belongs to anyone. 
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Everyone meets in life and then goes on their separate way 
after death. 
bhitandm iha samvasah prapadydm iva suvrate 


daivenaikatra nitanadm unnitanam sva-karmabhih 
(SB72.27) 
Just like a girl who is born somewhere but is married 


elsewhere. She neither saw that boy nor knew his 
residence. But some boy becomes her husband. She leaves 
her mother-father, leaves everything for him and one day 
he, for whom she left everything leaves her and dies. 
Everyone has to go alone from this world. All such 
relations are false. True relation exists only with Bhagavan. 
That's why MiraBai Ji has said — 
Taat maat bhraat bandhu aapno na koi 
Mere to Girdhar Gopal dusro na koi 

When Bangladesh was separated from India, there was 
an Indian girl who sang really well and was beautiful. She 
was already married but in partition conflict she reached 
Bangladesh. She thought that we are Hindus and it would 
be better if we escape from here and reach India. But 
Muslims were also alert. They knew that she will elope and 
hence constantly kept watch on her. One fine day she tried 
to elope with her husband to India at night, but the alert 
Muslims caught them on their way and slayed her husband 
infront of her. They slayed his body ruthlessly down to bits 
and pieces. That girl witnessed the horrible act with all the 
agony and torment due to which she became mad. This is 
the world. Why did she become mad? Because her 
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husband was cut down to pieces mercilessly in front of her. 
All the relations are fake and temporary in this world. No 
one goes along. Everyone goes on their individual separate 


path. 
(12) 


One who abandons one's own duties and surrenders 
unto the Lotus Feet of Bhagavan and due to some reason 
falls from such a stage. Others who very nicely executed 
their prescribed duties and responsibilities and are 
attached to household works and family ties. Between both 
of these, who is superior? 

Tyaktwa swadharmam charanambujam harer 
Bhajan napakko atha patet tato yadi 
Yatra kwa ba abhadram abhut amusya kim 


Kobartha apto abhajatam swadharmatah. 
(SB 1.5.17) 
Someone gave up his prescribed duties. Like service to 


parents, family, husband, wife are prescribed duties. When 
people become holy men or ascetics, they give up all 
services. Chaitanya Mahaprabhuji abandoned his chaste 
wife, Vishnupriya. That's why if someone abandons his 
responsibilities and surrenders unto the Lotus feet of 
Bhagavan but falls down in between from his position then 
one must think why did this happen? Because he was not 
strong enough. After falling down what happens? It's 
alright that he fell down but there is no harm done or 
nothing inauspicious happened. If one falls then by 
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Bhagavan's mercy, he will surely rise. If not today, then 
tomorrow he will definitely rise. Just like a small kid while 
learning to walk, falls down a million times but rises again 
and again. People learn cycling and one can't recall how 
many times they fall but one fine day they learn to ride 
cycle themselves. Similarly, if one doesn't learn out of the 
fear to fall then how one can possibly walk or ride cycle? 
Failures are stepping stones to success. One falls only if one 
strives and if one would not have continued to ride out of 
fear to fall then one would never have attained any success. 

That's why between the two, one who abandons his 
duties and attempts to seek Bhagavan is superior even if he 
fails on the way. One who undertakes all the 
responsibilities and prescribed duties that these are the 
orders of my parents, and marries considering that to be 
his duty, wife thinks husband's service is her duty; then 
what do they attain by such services? Nothing; for they did 
their duties but didn't accept the shelter of Bhagavan. 


(13) 

One must always act humbly. Only demons display 
harsh behaviour. One must educate others very humbly. 
Rigidity and harshness bring on offenses. If one beats a 
Vaishnava then one begets offenses. Even if a seeker is 
young then also educate him humbly. We often argue, 
quarrel, beat up, all these are offenses. One should reform 
softly and humbly by falling at the feet. By doing this one 


escapes bitterness and offenses. Devotion of such a person 
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increases manifold. If one blasphemes a seeker and 
misbehaves with him then one has to suffer. Due to such 
offenses alone, we are unable to give up desires and anger. 


We have to pay severe penalties for these offenses. 


(14) 


Form of woman is the fire of the lamp and man's mind 
is the insect who wants to burn itself in that fire. 
Deep sikha sam jubati tan man jani hosi patang 


Bhajahi Ram taji kam mad karahi sada satsang 
(R.C.M. Ara. 46) 
Man commits sins. Commiting such sins is in itself 


burning. After which one falls down into hellish 
conditions. One burns here and thereafter. Hence why do 
you destroy yourself? Practice devotion after leaving 
desires. This is no devotion to accumulate desires alongside 
devotion. This is all the more offense. Such people are 
called ‘Dharma-Dhwaji'. One who fulfils desires in the garb 
of devotion is the greatest offender and one must slay 
down his head. 

Just like the body of woman is hellish for man, 
similalrly young man's body makes woman fall into hell. 
One ought to practice devotion by abandoning all the 
mundane material desires. That's why seekers must always 
engage themselves in 'satsang’ or in association of devotees 
because without the association of devotees, no one can 
walk on this road. One gets inspiration and motivation 


from the association of devotees. One who doesn't 
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associate with devotees and doesn't do satsang can never 
walk this road. 


(15) 
Who so ever renders devotional services unto 
Bhagavan, he cannot be disturbed by dangers and crises. 

asesa-sanklesa-samam vidhatte 
gundnuvdda-sravanam murdreh 
kim va punas tac-caranaravinda 
pardga-seva-ratir atma-labdha 

(SB 3.7.14) 

All the types of troubles and tribulations get pacified 


just by hearing thr glories of Bhagavan. If one can't do 
much then one must hear Hari-katha. And by this if you 
attain Bhakti (devotion) then its icing on the cake! There is 
no suffering in the world which cannot be removed by 
Bhagavan's devotional service. What then to speak of those 
who develop attachment unto the Lotus Feet of Bhagavan. 
Certainly all the sufferings are mitigated simply by hearing 
the glories of Bhagavan. 
Sdrird manasa divyd vaiydse ye ca manusah 
bhautikds ca katham klesa badhante hari-samsrayam 


(SB 3.22.37) 
All the health problems including those of body and 


mind, those inflicted by higher order beings like demigods, 

material sufferings arising out of the material composition 

of five elements, heat-cold or problems inflicted by other 

living creatures like snakes, lions etc. all these stand no 

where in front of those who have taken complete shelter of 
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Bhagavan.When no problem can touch one simply by 
hearing glories of Bhagavan then why do devotees fall ill? 
Why do they face troubles, poverty, dishonour etc? Why 
do they have anxiety? This doubt is natural.The answer to 
this query is that we get the real benefit of devotion when 
we are free of offenses against other devotees. 
na bhajati kumanisinadm sa ijyam 
harir adhanatma-dhana-priyo rasa-jnah 
Sruta-dhana-kula-karmandm madair ye 
vidadhati padpam akiticanesu satsu 
(SB 4.31.21) 

No matter how much one does prayers, chanting but 
Bhagavan never accepts any of these if one is offending any 
desireless (nishkinchan) devotee. Even if you are envious 
of a neophyte devotee, then all bhajan is destroyed. Even if 
you do chanting or austerities, nothing will happen 
because Bhagavan is the wealth of mendicants. He loves 
those who possess nothing. 

Why do people offend devotees? Because of ego. Ego of 
higher education (if one is highly educated then one 
considers others as fools); ego of wealth (if opulence 
increases then one disregards others); ego of elite family 
birth (if one is born is aristocratic family then one 
considers oneself superior and disrespects the down 
trodden); in this way ego of doing good activities, ego of 
renouncing things, people offend mainly because of bodily 


ego and worldly attachments. 
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That's why one must do bhajan without offending then 
one can see miracle. No problems, troubles or anxieties can 


do any harm to you. 


(16) 


Mo marne ko nem hain, maru to Prabhu ke dvar 
Kabhu to Hari Puchihe, kaun maryo mere dvar 

It is very special mercy of Bhagavan if one dies in the 
land of Braj; otherwise many people come to reside here 
but move out after sometime. But when there is very 
special mercy then one who has gone also comes back, like 
great saint SakhiSharan Ji. 

The incident that happened with SakhiSharan is Sriji's 
mercy. He had been residing in Braj for more than fifty 
years and he fell ill, I personally sent him outside of Braj to 
hospital. He obeyed and went even though his desire was 
not to leave Gahvarvan. But he went to hospital on my 
request and remained there for about 10-15 days. Suddenly 
one night I remembered him that he hasn't returned. 
When we asked to call then we came to know that his 
operation is due next morning. Doctors will operate at 9 
am. I said, “Bring him immediately to Barsana”. People 
said that it is difficult to bring him at night in car as its a 
long journey. But with Radharani's blessings they started 
from there in car and reached Brasana at 1am in the night. 
He became very happy on reaching Gahvarvan. He 
understood that Sriji's place has come where he wanted to 


die. That time there was Radha Naam Kirtan going on in 
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Gau-shala. He left his body while listening to kirtan. This 
was a miracle. 

Had he died there in hospital then whole life I would 
have blamed myself as I sent him for operation. That man 
who resided for nearly 60 years in Brajdham to attain 
Brajraj (pious dust of His Lotus Feet), to attain Radharani's 
abode, the disgrace to send him out would have afflicted 
me. But Sriji blessed him and first She blessed me. One 
saint who was dedicated to Dham, I sent him for treatment, 
I would have been the culprit but his desire was fulfilled. 

Understand that those who reside in Braj-dham with 
the vow that I will reside here till death, I will leave my 
body here then Radharani personally talks about him/her 
to Krsna in Nikunja-bhavan: 

Sri MadVrindavan bhuvi mahananda samrajya kande 

Vande yam kanchan virachita mrityu vas pratijnam 

Sri gandharva rasik tilakau sveshu yogyam yamekam 


Jnatvanyonyam vimrishat idam kidrishonvesh bhavyah 
(Vrindavan Mahimamrta; 6.35) 
Sriji asks Shyama Sunder that one who is lying there in 


' 


our streets, how is he? Then Shyam Sunder tells’ “Hey 
Radhe! That helpless is doing well, he is continuously 
engaged in sankirtan and lives by begging alms.” By 
listening this Sriji becomes anxious to shower mercy. 
Goswamiji has mentioned in Ramayan also — 
Chari khani jag jiva apara 
Avadh taje tanu nahi sansara 
(R.C.M.Bal. 35) 
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One who dies in dham becomes free of the cycle of 
birth and death. That's why devotees reside dedicatedly in 
dham with a vow. What is the vow? 

Marna teri gali mein, jina teri gali mein 
Dina raat baat dekhu, baitha teri gali mein 

This land of Braj is not accessible to demigods. 
Demigods cannot enter here. Even Brahma and Shankar 
desire for the land of Braj. This is inaccessible to great 
demigods. That's why devotees reside here dedicatedly 
because one is certain to attain Bhagavan. 

Therefore, it is very special mercy of Bhagavan that He 
brought us all here. One must simply lie and roam in these 


streets with faith that one day we will certainly attain Him. 


(17) 
Teri kripa ka bayaan kya karein 
Kripa hi pralaya hai kripa hi srijan hai 

One can cross this insurmountable ocean of material 
existence without any devotional process, simply by 
remaining satisfied in whatever Bhagavan does. Narad ji 
gave this very instruction to Dhruva in 
SrimadBhagavatam- 

yasya yad daiva-vihitam sa tena sukha-duhkhayoh 


atmdnam tosayan dehi tamasah param rcchati 
(SB 4.8.33) 
Do not perform any austerities, do not renounce. 


Simply be satisfied under all situations of happiness and 


despair to overcome the illusionary energy. This is the 
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simplest way to cross material ocean but such satisfaction 

is very difficult to attain. If one believes everything to be 

Bhagavan's mercy then one can reach Him straight away. 

Life is a blessing and death is also a blessing. Bhagavan said 
in Gita - 

sama-duhkha-sukhah sva-sthah 
sama-loshtashma-kanchanah 
tulya-priyadpriyo dhiras 
tulya-nindadtma-sanstutih 
(BG 14.24) 
One must consider happiness and despair alike, gold 


and mud alike and honour and dishonour alike. One 
should consider praises and criticism to be equal. Simply 
illusion will be removed, you will become transcendental. 
But it is our habit since time immemorial to rejoice in 
happiness and cry in sadness and to not consider life and 
death as one. 

If favourable and unfavourable conditions are 
considered to be similar then one will attain Bhagavan. 
That is why consider every situation to be a blessing. It is 
said in the story of Naradji that his mother died when he 
was five years old, but he took it as Lord's mercy- 

Tada tad aham ishasya bhaktanam sam abhipsitah 


Anugraham manyamanah pratistham dishauttaram 
(SB 1.6.10) 
Considering it a blessing, he started walking towards 


North and calling Bhagavan. He had a vision of Bhagavan 
in his heart. There was a prophecy heard from sky ‘You will 
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not get to see Bhagavan directly, that will happen in next 
life.’ 
What austerities can a five year kid perform? Only this 
much that he considred his mother's death to be a blessing 


from Bhagavan. 


(18) 


In the story of Chitraketu, one sees a miracle that 
satsang never goes in vain. Association of devotees done 
many lives ago can elevate anyone. Chitraketu got such 
association of devotees(satsang) . When his son died then 
Narad and Angira went to him and gave him good advice 
that ‘O King! Engage yourself in devotion. Life and death is 
a continuous affair.’ 

After many lives Chitraketu became a demon due to 
Parvati's curse. His name was Vitrasura but his devotion 
continued because of the association of devotees in past 
lives. Sooner or later, association of saints does show its 
result. That's why those who are associated with devotees 
may die but even after ten lives it will elevate them to 
higher consciousness. Therefore, such association is higher 
than liberation. 

Tat svarga apbarga sukh dharia tula ek ang 


Tul na tahi sakal mili jo sukh lav satsang 
(R.C.M.Sun. 4) 
Association of devotees for just one-ninth of a second is 


higher than liberation. This is because after getting 


liberation, man cannot obtain devotional service of the 
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Supreme Lord and the devotional service of the Supreme 


Lord gives billion times more happiness than liberation. 


(19) 


In this world, males lick the remnants of females and 
females lick the remnants of males. Licking remnants is a 
small thing. During sexual intercourse, one eats and drink 
stool and urine. All the senses eat and drink their sense 
objects. The lower senses eat and drink stool and urine. 
Our body is of human but we eat stool and urine like dogs. 
Every human who is indulged in sense gratification is an 
ass, a dog, a hog and a camel because he rejoices in sense 
objects days and nights forgetting to chant the names of the 
Supreme Lord. 

One who is blessed by Bhagavan never begs stool-urine 
or sexual gratification from others. Desires never arise in 
the mind of one whose intelligence is engaged in 
Bhagavan. Just like grains that once fried or boiled, can 
never germinate again. Similarly devotees never desire for 
sense gratification. Therefore never desire for sense objects 
in your lives. Do not become dog or ass, become a devotee. 

The impression of the sense objects that we consume 
get attached in one's mind and becomes ‘sanskar’. 

Mukur malin aru nayan bihina 


Ram rupa dekhahi kimi dina 
(R.C.M. Bal. 115) 
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One cannot see Bhagavan if his mind has impressions 
of sense objects. That's why pray to Bhagavan as He alone 
can save from such sense gratification. 

These senses are continuously flowing towards their 
sense objects. When one is hungry then one eats bread. 
Similarly when one desires for sense gratification then one 
consumes sense objects. Males and females approach each 
other due to sexual appetite. Why? This is the hunger for 
sense objects and they mutually satisfy their desires. 
Therefore pray to Bhagavan that O Lord! Please destroy 
this hunger for sense gratification forever. Please hold me 


so that I do not wander here and there in sense objects. 


(20) 

When death comes and life air leaves then no relative 
can save, no one can help. One who rules the whole world 
and owns trillions but at time of death nothing is of any 
help. See these old men, they must have been young at one 
time. Where did that youth go? Youth went and old age 
came. In short time, we all will become old and then die. 
All of us will leave in sometime. Someone will go today, 
someone will go tomorrow and someone day after. After 
death, the body is burnt, is reduced to ashes. It was a small 
life that was wasted in sense gratification, that was 
snatched away by sense objects. These objects ate our 
whole life. 

Bhagavan gave us this human birth so that we can 


attain Him but we engaged our eyes, ears, nose, all our 
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senses even every hair on our body in their respective sense 
objects. 

Taj dinbandhu ke charan, duniya ke mukh dekha karte 
Ve nar kaise jo taj amrit, vish khakar garv kiya karte 
Whole life is wasted in seeing false beauty, this is a 

beautiful girl, this is a handsome boy. This body is filled 
with stool and stool alone, covered with skin above and 
seeing this skin we become mad. This body has bones, 
muscles, stool and urine. People die gratifying this body 
made of bones and muscles but the sense gratification 
never stops. It is only filled with stool and nothing else. 
Humans use scents to hide the bad smell of the body. No 
matter how good is the outer smell but we pass foul air 
from below. Even then we do not renounce our sense 
gratification. 

No matter how good and delicious the preparations like 
kheer, halwa and poori-kachori are made, after eating they 
become stool. We got this tongue to chant the auspicious 
name of Bhagavan but we engaged it in tasting the sense 
objects alone. 

The sense gratifier smells by the nose the body of one 
being gratified. Males smell females’ body and females 
smell males’ body. That's why Bhagavat says that one is 
living dead body if one doesn't smell the tulsi leaf offered at 
the Lotus Feet of Bhagavan. 

We waste our whole human life in hearing sensual 


songs from our ears. We degrade our ears to the burrow of 


of 
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serpent. Men and Women who converse sensuous matters 
alone with each other, their ears are snakes’ burrows. 

Similarly we engaged all our senses with their sense 
objects. We had sense gratififcation with our mind 
throughout our lives. Therefore, this mind is filled with 
stool and urine and we remember them only. When we are 
awake, we see sense objects; when we sleep, we dream of 
them because mind is full of stool and sense objects. Mind 
is determined to enjoy sense objects and intelligence is also 
filled with stool and sense objects. We are never satisfied 
with sense objects, we will die but sense gratification will 
never stop. Bhagavan Rama said, “Such people are rogues 
who waste their lives in sense objects and earn offences 
alone. 

Nar tanu payi bishaya man dehi 


Palati sudha te sath bish lehi 
(R.C.M. Uttar. 44) 


(21) 

Tolerate the abuse, insult and troubles that others give 
you. Not only that but also be kind to them. Bhagavan 
Himself does this. He was lying in Vaikuntha, there Bhrigu 
Rishi went to test Him and kicked Him in the chest with 
force. God did not become angry but happily enquired, 'O 
sage! My chest is too strong and your feet are very soft. Did 
you get hurt? ' Saying this, Bhagavan started massaging his 
feet- 


Ativa komalau tat charanau te mahamuni 
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Ityuttava vipracharanau mardayan svena panina 
(SB 10.89.10) 
Such is the level of Bhagavan and He expects the same 


from us. Those who commited offense against us, give 
pain, be kind to them. Be friends to them. If one is 
equipoised towards all the living entities then Bhagavan 


becomes very happy. 


(22) 

One who says that there is neither attachment nor 
enviousness in my mind is completely attached. Everyone 
says that I am neither attached nor envious of anyone. One 
who is saying so is attached to one's ego. Otherwise, what is 
the need to justify? One who says that I am clean and right, 
is completely wrong. To say that I am pure is loving one's 
ego. When our ego is hurt then we give justification. 
Where one gives justification, there lies fault-line. If one is 
hurt then ego is alive and until ego is present, Bhagavan 
cannot be attained. 

That's why when Bhagavan shows special mercy then 
one understands the various adulterations (bodily ego, 
attachment-enviousness) of the mind. One cannot 


understand, no matter how much one explains. 


(23) 


Leaving aside all other duties and exclusively chanting 


and glorifying Krishna's name, Krishna's qualities and 
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Krishna's pastimes is exclusive devotion. Bhagavan 
Himself said in Gita: 
man-manda bhava mad-bhakto mad-ydaji mam namaskuru 
mam evaisyasi satyam te pratijane priyo ’si me 
sarva-dharman parityajya mam ekam Saranam vraja 
aham tvami sarva-papebhyo moksayisyami md Sucah 
(BG. 18.65-66) 
Take My shelter alone, fix your mind only on Me, 


become only My devotee, day and night simply serve Me, 
day and night worship Me only, bow down to only Me then 
you will attain Me. In this verse, Bhagavan Himself says, ' 
Come in My shelter alone, Sing My name alone, sing only 
My qualities, Chant only My names, serve Me alone and 
abandon all other mundane duties. Even the saints said 
this- 
Jaki hai upasana, tahi ki vasana 
Tahikau naam, rupa, guna gaayiya 

This is the truthful path - We must desire only whom 
we worship and not sweets and other worldly objects. We 
should glorify only His name, His form, His qualities. This 
is the exclusive dharma. This is exclusive or unflinching 


devotion. 


(24) 
Bhagavan is friend and master of those who are 
humble. There is just one way to call Him, attract Him and 
please Him that - ‘We become humble’. Bhagavan is 


pleased when we become humble. But everyone of us is a 
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thief as we want to become big. At the face value, we talk of 
humility but inside we hide the desire to become big so that 
all others respect us. We become happy on _ being 
honoured. The desire to become big resides in everyone's 
mind. 

Therefore one should become small and humble if one 
desires Bhagavan's mercy. 'Trinadapi sunichen' become 
lower than the grass but we are fools, we are cheaters, we 
try to become big. That's why everyone is wandering in the 
world and is entrapped in the illusionary energy because all 
of us want to become big, through wealth, through 
property, through honour, through respect, etc. Therefore 
each one of us is a beggar. Nobody wants to become 
humble, everyone is a beggar of supremacy. We perform 
the devotion unto Bhagavan but desire to earn name-fame, 
respect and therefore do not desire to become humble. If 
one becomes humble, becomes small then certainly one 
will attain Bhagavan's mercy. Narayan swami ji has said- 

Narayan main satya kahaun, bhuja uthaya ke aaj 
jo tu bane garib to, milein garib-nivaaz 

I am telling this truth by raising my hands that if one 
becomes humble then you will attain Bhagavan. True 
devotion is attained only when one becomes truly humble 
at heart. 
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(25) 


After taking Bhagavan's shelter, one should have faith 
that time cannot do anything. Time eats up everything but 
has no effect on devotees. Only the shelter must be truthful. 

Surdas ji said: 

Jakau Manmohan ang kare 
Takau kesh khase nahi sir tai, jau jag bair pare 

Not only Surdas ji but Veda, Puran, Bhagavatam, Gita 
everywhere this is mentioned. In the story of Dhruvji in 
Srimad Bhagavatam, it is mentioned- 

mrtyor murdhni padam dattva drurohddbhutam grham 
(SB 4.12.30) 

When Dhruvji was going to Goloka then airplane had 
descended to take him. That very moment death 
personified came and stood with folded hands saying that 
it is the order of the world that anyone who leaves the 
body, leaves by surrendering unto death personified. But 
infront of Dhruvji, death personified was helpless, sat 
quietly with folded hands. Then Dhruvji climbed that 
astonishing plane by stepping on death's head who became 
the ladder to climb unto the plane. But one more incident 
happened. When he climbed the plane, then he 
remembered his mother that it was due to her teachings 
that he took Bhagavan's shelter. Never ever such a mother 
is seen who sends her five year old kid to the forest. Five 
year old is very small age. Dhruvji's mother Suniti showed 


incredible courage that no other mother of the world can . 
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That's why he remembered his mother that it is not right to 
attain Goloka alone, leaving aside mother through whom 
he attained shelter of the Supreme Lord . When he boarded 
the plane, the associates of Bhagavan that had come, came 
to know everything as they are omniscient. They came to 
know that he is remembering that very mother who sent 
her small child to forest. Then they said- 


darsayam dsatur devim puro ydnena gacchatim 
(SB.4.12.33) 
‘Dhruv! You will go afterwards, see your mother is 


going ahead of you.’ 
Therefore, one who surrenders to the Supreme Lord, 


his mother, father and fore-fathers all are librated. 


(26) 


We are not devotees because we desire wealth, sense 
objects, honour and respect. Everyone wants these things, 
whether householder or saint or learned but Bhagavan 
loves one who is humble. 

Narayan main satya kahau, bhuja uthaya ke aaj 
jo tu bane garib to, milein garib-nivaaz 

Become humble, you will get true devotion. Become 
humble truthfully in mind. People just show off saying, 'O 
Lord! We desire nothing.’ 

Arath na dharma na kam ruchi gati na chahahu nirban 


Janam janam rati Ram pada yah bardanu na aan 
(R.C.M.Ayod. 204) 
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This verse is recited by everyone, people give lectures 
but inside the mind there lies hypocrisy that do not make 
me poor. 

While going to Dwarka, Krishna met Kuntiji and said, 
‘Aunt! Now your sons, Pandavas have conquered the 
world. Do you desire anything else? ' Kunti said, ‘Yes 
Krishna, Please bless us with one more boon.’ Krsna asked, 
“what? ” Kunti said, ‘Please give us eternal pains, problems 
and troubles because then we can keep on seeing you 
personally. Therefore give us eternal problems and 
troubles.’ This is called a devotee. 

Does such courage exist anywhere in anyone today? 
We become frightened in small calamities. How can we 
possibly be devotees? Therefore, ask truthfully, 'O Lord of 
poor and afflicted! Please make us humble, give us poverty. 
Give us pains and troubles.’ 

When you will ask for pain and have no desire then you 
will attain aviral bhakti (perennial devotion) which is 
unattainable by demigods and desired by great sages. That 
devotion will be attained but one has to ask truthfully 
without any hypocrisy. It should not be that outwardly we 
say, ‘O Lord! Give me misery’ but inside we are being 
hypocritical. Bhakti(devotion) will come on its own and 
knock the doors of your heart saying, ‘Open, I have come’, 
When you will become desireless. 

nirapeksam munim santam nirvairam sama-darsan 

amanuvrajamy aham nityam piyeyety anghri-renubhih 
(SB.11.14.16) 
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Bhagavan Himself said in Bhagawatam that I personally 
pursue the devotee who is desireless. Why? So that the dust 
of his feet falls on my head and I become pure. That 
devotee attains such power that he even purifies Bhagavan. 
Bhagavan destroys the offences of all the world and the 
offences received by Him are purified by devotees. Which 
Devotee? Only the one who desires nothing. We are 
thieves. Inside we have hidden desires . If we stop being 
hypocritical then we can attain devotion this very moment. 

nairapeksyam param prahur nihsreyasam analpakam 


tasman nirasiso bhaktir nirapeksasya me bhavet 
(SB 11.20.35) 
One who is free from desires and has no expectations 


from anyone, neither from family nor from world, nor 
from parents, desires nothing from anyone. He attains 
devotion on its own. Devotion comes to him without 
invitation. Thieves do not get devotion, those who have 


hidden desires for self-happiness. 


(27) 
Understand that developing faith in the names of 
Bhagavan is equivalent to attaining Him. 
jihva na vakti bhagavad-guna-namadheyam 
cetas ca na smarati tac-caranaravindam 
krsnadya no namati yac-chira ekadapi 

tan dnayadhvam asato ‘krta-visnu-krtyan 
(SB. 6.3.29) 
One whose tongue does not recite the holy name of 


Bhagavan and whose mind never rememebers Him, goes 
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straight in darkness for eternity after death. Who knows 
where will we go after death? All of us are wandering in 
darkness. Therefore we should chant Bhagavan's name day 
and night. Every moment we should chant, and not waste 
even a second without His name. 

There was a great saint who resided in a cave near 
Ganges.He never used to meet anyone. Once few 
gentlemen came to see him. They reached there and sat 
outside that cave. They started doing ‘kirtan’ because the 
devotees of Bhagavan are attracted by Bhagavan-naam. 
That saint never used to meet but they came and started 
doing kirtan so he came outside and said, ‘Why have you 
come? ' They replied, 'We have come to meet you. Please 
give us some instructions.’ He said one verse and went 
inside the cave. That verse- 

Kahat haun kahi jaat haun, kaha bajaun dhol 
svasa biti jaat hai, teen loka ka mol 

When death comes then even after renouncing the 
wealth of the whole world or by bribing, one can never 
increase a single breath. We have received limited breaths 
which we waste in mundane matters in the world, waste in 
enjoying sense objects . The opulence of the three worlds is 
useless infront of this. One must invest every breath in 
Bhagavan. Even if one gets the wealth of the three worlds, 
one should reject it. The saint also instructed that every 
breath is superior to the wealth of three worlds. Even by 
giving away the total opulence of three worlds, we cannot 


increase a single breath of life. 
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All the great kings of the world died. They couldn't 
increase a single breath of theirs, neither Ravana nor 
Hiranyakashipu. That's why every breath that is invested, 
let not go in vain. Day and night engage each breath in 
Bhagavan. 
Svans svans par Krsna bhaj, vritha svans jani khoy 


Na jane ya svans ko, aavan hoy na hoy 


(28) 

Hiranyakashipu asked Prahlad that what is that power 
by which he is not burnt in fire, not submerged in ocean 
and not killed by arms and ammunition. 

The conquerer of the three worlds, Hiranyakashipu, the 
power of whose austerity made the stars to fall, oceans to 
boil and earth to shake, asks- 

Prahlad suprabhavo asi kimetatte vicheshtitam 


Etanmantradi janitam utaho sahajam tav 
(Vishnu Purana 1.19.2) 


Prahlad! The power possessed by you has certainly 
some great determined influence. What austerity have you 
done, what names have you chanted? I performed austerity 
for thirty six thousand years by standing on the toe of one 
foot and looking in the sky chanted divine spells. But what 
have you done? You seem to possess greater power than 
me. You must have certainly done something. Which 
divine mantras have you chanted? What austerity have you 
performed? You were born infront of me and in my shelter 


you were educated, you didn't even go to forest, then is 
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there some inherent natural power within you? Prahladji 
said- 
Na mantradi kritam tat na ca naisargiko mam 


Prabhav esh samanyo yasya yasya achyuto hridi 
(Vishnu Purana 1.19.4) 
O Father! I never performed any austerity, not chanded 


any spells, nor is there any inherent natural power or 
influence within me. This is an ordinary influence. 
Everyone can have this within him. To attain this, one is 
not required to do any austerity, nor is required to chant 
special mantra. Just remember Bhagavan in your heart. 
Bring the Lord in your heart simply. 

But this is very easy to listen while it is true that in our 
hearts reside world, not Bhagavan. There is sense 
gratification, wealth-opulence, worldly things - laddoos, 
pedas, stool-urine (sexual sense gratification), etc. People 
learn sense gratification from young age and this alone 
resides in one's heart. If Bhagavan comes in one's heart 


then no power of the world can defeat him. 


(29) 


Understand that if one wants devotion then one ought 
to become small and humble. Then one certainly attains 
Him through this. Bhagavan educates by becoming small 
Himself. When Pandavas performed sacrifice then- 

guru-susrisane jisnuh krsnah pdddvanejane 
(SB.10.75.5) 
Everyone got certain services. Arjun was assigned to 


serve all gurus and the smallest of all services, to pick up 
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the remnants of guests and washing their feet was taken up 
by Bhagavan Himself. Surdasji has written- 
Rajasu jagya judhishthira kinho tame juth uthayi 

The Lord of the universe is carrying away the leaf-plates 
of remnants on his head. Such an example is not found 
elsewhere in the world. 

He is called a devotee. Where ever you go, if ten people 
are working then one who simply watches sitting idle is not 
a devotee. One who engages himself in service is a devotee. 
This is the ideal of ShriKrishna, He Himself did service and 
instructed us by His own example. One who sits idle is not 
humble enough to engage himself in service and is not a 
devotee. Volunteer yourself. Chaitanya Mahaprabhuji 
cleaned Gundicha Temple. He removed the maximum 
dust. One who doesn't serve and stays idle, has no devotion 
in heart. One who does service must abandon shame, 
hesitation, sublimity, honour, etc. One should throw 
oneself out openly for service. That is a devotee. One who 
doesn't have these qualities does not have devotion nor will 
he ever attain it. One is not a devotee who is engaged in 
service by instructions from others. One who himself 
comes forward for service is a devotee. He gets devotion 


and will attain Bhagavan. 


(30) 


Do batan ko bhul mat, jo chahau kalyana 


Narayan ek maut ko, duje Sri Bhagavan 
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If you want welfare then never forget two important 
things- first, death. One must think that in sometime we 
will go away from this world and no one will go with us. 
Neither wife, nor son, nor daughter, nor friend, nor wealth, 
nor opulence, nor house, nor land-property, everything 
will remain here. Sit alone for little while and think that we 
are dead but this is half truth that gives birth to panic or 
agitation . Second thing is- think of Bhagavan. 

If you think of Bhagavan then fear will never arise. Why 
do people become perturbed or alarmed? Because they 
forget Bhagavan. 

tavad bhayam dravina-deha-suhrn-nimittam 
Sokah sprha paribhavo vipulasca lobhah 
tavan mamety asad-avagraha artimiilam 
yavan na te 'nghrim abhayam pravrnita lokah 
(SB 3.9.6) 
We do attachment, this is my money, this is my wife, 


this is my house, this is my body because we do not think 
Bhagavan to be ours. Bhagavan's feet are alone fearless. If 
we always remember this then we will never be frightened. 
We will attain fearlessness and we will never become 
attached to material things. 

Why do you make relation with anyone? Everything is 
bound to be left behind, it is being left behind and this 
body will also be left behind one day. 

Budbuda iva toyesu mashaka iva jantusu 


Jayante marnayaiva katha sravan varjitah 
(SB Mahat. 5.63) 
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Gokarna told his father, ‘O father! Just like the air 
bubble in water bursts instantly so is this human life within 
this world. Our breath will leave one day and never return, 
mouth will then lie open. Just like millions of mosquitoes 
are born and die in the world every day. So are we, living 
without affection to Bhagavan like mosquitoes and like air 
bubble, we will get burst shortly. That's why remember 
Bhagavan every moment and never waste even a moment 


here and there. 


(31) 


Understand that the only utility of this human body is 
to attain Bhagavan's shelter. If we fail in this then we are 
suiciders, we are animals. We are then lower than ass and 
dog: 

Bare bhaag manus tan pava 
Sur durlabha sab grantha hi gaava 
Sadhan dham moccha kar dvara 
Payi na jehi parloka savara 
So paratra dukha pavai sir dhuni dhuni pachitaye 


Kalahi karmahi ishvarhi mithya dosh lagaye 
(R.C.M. Uttar. 43) 
Bhagavan showed His special mercy by giving us this 


human body which is unattainable by even demigods. Even 
then people like us say - O brother! How can I do bhajan, 
there is no mercy of Bhagavan? We only falsely blame 
Bhagavan - 


Jo na tare bhava sagar nar samaj as payi 
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So krit nndak mandmati aatmahan gati jayi 
(R.C.M. Uttar. 44) 
One who doesn't go in Bhagavan's shelter even after 


getting human body is lower than one who commits 
suicide. One must attain Bhagavan's shelter anyhow. That's 
why we associate with devotees because it is by the 
association of devotees and saints-sages that one gets 
enlightenment. Association of saints for a short while is 


also capable of making us meet Bhagavan. 


(32) 

When human is born then starting from birth we 
depend upon other living entities, like in childhood depend 
on parents and in adulthood depend on husband or wife. 
Those who depend upon other living beings get drowned 
in this ocean of material world and we have continued to 
make this mistake till date. In this world everyone is getting 
drowned in the material ocean. Even after knowing this, we 
depend upon others who themselves are drowning because 
this nature is of time immemorial. This is my mother, that 
is my father, this is my brother, she is my wife, this is my 
son whereas no one is mine. Leave these attachments then 
you will attain Bhagavan. 

Ashwatthama shot Brahma-astra on Uttara's womb. 
There was no one to protect her in this world from that 
weapon, no demigod, no human. Uttara saw that whole sky 
had become red and that burning weapon is coming after 


her to burn. She ran, where did she go? There where 
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Pandava, Vyas ji and great saints were seated. After going 
there, Uttara didn't go to Arjuna or Bhima. It is not known 
from where she had this enlightenment? She went straight 
in Bhagavan's shelter. Shri Krsna thought why did she 
come in my shelter straight away? She must have gone to 
Arjuna's shelter as she is his daughter-in-law. Every human 
first tries to depend upon family because he has a right 
there. But Uttara didn't go to Arjuna's or Bhima's shelter, 

she went straight in Bhagavan's shelter and said- 

pahi pahi mahd-yogin deva-deva jagat-pate 
nanyam tvad abhayam pasye yatra mrtyuh parasparam 

(SB 1.8.9) 
O Lord! I have come in your shelter because you are 


The God of all demigods. You are husband and protector 
of the whole world. 

We die in this world, why? Because we take support 
and shelter of living entities. This is my mother, this is 
father, this is husband, we take their shelter that's why we 
die. We do not take the shelter of Bhagavan. 

Mor das kahai nar aasa 


Karai tau kahau kaha bisvasa 
(R.C.M. Uttar. 46) 
To expect from humans is to go far away from 


Bhagavan. No one is our protector in this world, neither 
mother, nor father, nor husband, nor son. Protector is Shri 


Krishna alone.

tasmad asaktah satatam karyam karma samdchara 


asakto hyacharan karma param apnoti purushah 
(BG 3.19) 
Bhagavan said in Gita- ‘Arjuna! You must perform 


your prescribed duties without being attached because by 
acting and performing without attachment, you will attain 
Paramatma. 

Perform actions without attachment, you will certainly 
attain Bhagavan, no need to follow any other process, just 
leave attachment. Many people say that we have left our 
family and so our attachment doesn't lie anywhere. Oh! 
You haven't left anything. If one leaves attachment then 
one cannot have any desire. Attachment is the mother of 
desires. '‘Sangatsanjayate kamah' remove attachments then 
desires are dead. Why do desires to gratify senses arise? 
Because of our attachment to senses ; why do we want 
laddoos and pedas because of our attachment to tongue . If 
you open your eyes and see then you will find attachment 
in every aspect of your life, in every action whether sitting, 
eating or drinking. Why do males desire association of 
females? Because of attachment to sex organs, sexual desire 
is born. If someone insulted then why does one feel bad 
because one is attached to body. Someone abused, why we 
felt bad? Because we are attached to this body, bag of urine 


and stool. If there is no attachment then there can arise no 
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deformation, therefore, we must learn to understand and 


catch our attachment. 


(34) 

Understand, where does one find Bhagavdan's direct 
service? When we meet Bhagavan then we can serve Him. 
But if we get the service of His devotees then it is far greater 
than getting the direct service of the Lord. 

Therefore, Tulsidas ji said- 

Antaryami garbh gat sadhu sundari mahi 
Tulsi pose ek ke dono pose jahi 

One cannot serve the child inside womb of some lady 
because he is inside the womb but if you serve the mother 
by feeding her then the child inside her also gets nourished. 
Devotee is like pregnant woman, Bhagavan resides inside 
the heart of a devotee as Super Soul. Therefore if one serves 
a devotee then it is greater than directly serving Bhagavan. 

There are many to serve Bhagavan but it is difficult to 
serve the devotees because they themselves are human, it is 
difficult to have faith in human body. Like the saints and 
sages. They eat and evacuate, devotees fall ill also, cough, 
cold, fever, all the bodily weaknesses are witnessed even 
then serving them is a great thing. Bhagavan is pleased 
greatly by the services unto His devotees. 

The master of demigods, Brihaspati told Indra- 

Sunu suresha updeshu hamara 
Ramahi sevaku param piyara 


Manat sukhu sevak sevakai 
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sevak bair bairu adhikai 
(R.C.M. Ayod. 219) 
Bhagavan also said- 'madbhaktpujabhyadhika’ that's 


why wise men serve devotees leaving aside Bhagavan. They 
serve all kinds of devotees, small, etc. 
Tulsi jake badan te dhokhehu niksat Ram 
Take pag ki pagtari more tan ko cham 
One who takes Bhagavdn-naam by mistake is to be 
considered a devotee and we should make shoes for him 
with our skin. This is a great thing, this is truth that those 
who serve devotees, dearth of wealth and happiness never 
afflicts them. They always prosper and by Bhagavan's 
mercy cross this insurmountable ocean. To show this, 
Bhagavan Himself comes and serve devotees. He shows by 
His own example that despite being Bhagavan, | serve the 
devotees and you must also do the same. Bhagavan 
Himself said that I am Bhagavan due to the service unto 
devotees. 
yat-sevaya carana-padma-pavitra-renum 
sadyah ksatakhila-malam pratilabdha-silam 
na srir viraktam api mam vijahati yasyah 
preksa-lavartha itare niyaman vahanti 


(SB 3.16.7) 
Bhagavan said- By the service of devotees, the dust of 


My Feet is purified and attained the power to burn all the 
offences. Even though I am detached and do not even 


desire Lakshmi, to beget whose blesssings people perform 
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austerities but it is due to service that she wanders behind 
me always. Dharam Raj said- 
tais tany aghdani piyante tapo-dana-vratadibhih 
nadharmajam tad-dhrdayam tad apisanghri-sevaya 
(SB 6.2.17) 
Austerities and chanting can destroy the offences but 


the heart is not purified. Dirtiness of heart and intelligence 
like self-ego and arrogance are not removed by chanting or 
austerities. This is removed by the service unto the Lotus 
Feet of Bhagavan or by the service to devotees. Miracle is 
there, where there is service. But if there is no service then 
no matter how much chanting and austerities one 
performs or relishes bhajan, that is nothing, everything is 


useless.

One is burnt in the fire of Bhagavan's anger if one 


discriminates among devotees. Maharshi Durvasa is a great 
example of this. Who can be greater than Durvasa? He is a 
part and parcel of Shivji. But by offending Ambarish he 
was accused of offences against devotee and due to this 
offence, Sudarshan Chakra ran after him to kill and his

body started burning. He went in every planet, planet of 
demigods, abode of Brahmadeva, abode of Lord Shiva but 
no one could help him. In the end, he went to Vaikuntha 
near Bhagavan and said- O saviour of the humble! Protect 
me, protect me. Bhagavan said, ' You have offended my 
devotee, Ambarish so I cannot forgive you because I'm not 
independent as I'm subordinate to my devotees - 
aham bhakta-parddhino hy asvatantra iva dvija 


sadhubhir grasta-hrdayo bhaktair bhakta-jana-priyah 
(SB 9.4.63) 
Due to offences against devotees, Bhagavan couldn't 


help Durvasa and we, insect like people think ourselves to 
be perfect and disgrace devotees, criticise them and see 
them with an eye of discrimination. How can we possibly 
escape the fire of Bhagavan’s anger? When Shankar's 
incarnation Durvasa kept on burning till one year. 
Therefore, perform little devotional service but do not 


offend devotees. Otherwise, you will be destroyed.

Pure exclusive devotee is one who leaves his wife, son- 


daughter, mother-father, home-house, life, wealth- 

possessions, who leaves even this world and the higher 

planets and takes Bhagavan's shelter alone. We keep 

money after becoming Sadhu(monk) then how can we 

possibly become exclusive and pure? If our attachment lies 
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anywhere other than Bhagavan then we are not pure. If we 
keep relations in the world, expect happiness from the 
world then we are not pure. What is exclusive surrender? 
We do not understand this. To be initiated in any specific 
lineage(sampradaya) is not exclusive surrender. To give up 
all the worldly desires and desires for the next world and to 
give up the attachment of the body, house and material 
things is exclusive surrender. Exclusive surrender is to 
renounce the attachment in wife-son, wealth-property and 
body, etc. 

Now we claim and consider ourselves to be pure and 
exclusive but very next moment we are worried how will 
we get money? How to get good food, laddoos and pedas? 
How to get honour and respect? How does our influence 
increase in society? Then such a person is not to be called 
exclusive and pure. Thoughts must be exclusive and pure, 
that is real exclusiveness. Many people consider themselves 
as devotees of Radharani but if your attachment resides in 
family-home, wealth and possessions then you are not a 
devotee of Radharani. In the scripture 'Radhasudhanidhi, 
it is mentioned when does one attain the true love for 
Radharani? 

Duradpasya svajanansujhmarthakoti 


Sarvesu sadhanvaresu chiram nirasah 
(R.R.S.N 32) 
When you renounce kins, relatives, wife, son, mother- 


father, etc. from a distance, renounce billion types of pious 


activities, do not have attachment in wealth-opulence, 
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land-property, etc. and become indifferent to all other 
austere measures then you will become worshipper of the 
dust of Radharani's feet. But if you accumulate these things 


then you are not exclusive devotee.

There is a story in SrimadBhagawatam - Demigods 
went to Saint Dadhichi and asked to donate his body so 
that they can make very strong weapon-Vajra out of his 
bones. He said, ‘Take it’. He didn't think for a second that 
his wife was pregnant. If he left pregnant wife alone and left 
his body, what will happen to her? He donated his body to 
demigods. His wife was extremely chaste and ‘sati’. She 
became widow. Dadhichi knew that he will leave his 
pregnant and chaste wife, she will not remain alive. Now 
you will doubt did he do injustice? Left a pregnant woman. 
Isn't this cruelty? No, only fools like us understand this to 
be cruelty. While he followed very superior religion that 
very few can follow. He said - 

aho dainyam aho kastam parakyaih ksana-bhanguraih 
yan nopakurydd asvarthair martyah sva-jnati-vigrahaih 
(SB 6.10.10) 
What can be more painful than this? Nothing is ours, 


our body, wife's body, bodies of son-daughter, etc. 

Everything is temporary, they will leave in short while. 
When death comes then death doesn't see that wife is 

crying, father is crying, mother is crying, that very moment 


the person has to go. This is called temporary. Everyone in 
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the family is crying but death doesn't show mercy on 
anyone. This is called death. Death doesn't think that if the 
child becomes orphan, what will happen to him? Wife will 
become a widow then what will happen to her? That's why 
this world is temporary and is renounced in a second. 
Everything is destructible here and nothing belongs to us. 
You cry and express grief, this is your mistake. You took 
this world to be yours. If your money got stolen then it is 
not the thief's mistake. It is your mistake. You thought that 
money to be yours. It is that punishment that you are 
crying. When robbery takes place then people die, people 
get heart attacks because they thought that wealth was 
theirs. That's why wife, son-daughter, wealth-possessions 
etc. all are outsiders and temporary. But it is great wonder 
that people do not do welfare with all these. While it is true 
that no selfish motive is being served by them. Our self- 
interest is going to be served neither from the son nor from 
the daughter. They may cause loss instead. If son-daughter 
are not devotee then they will cause loss. If you were to go 
to higher planets then they will pull you down into hellish 
planets. But even then people die saying my son, my 
daughter. There is only loss from them but people embrace 
them to their chest. Everyone is an outsider, no son- 
daughter is going to fulfill the self-interest of mother- 
father, they only cause loss. Therefore, Saint Dadhichi said 
that it is sad that people do not perform any benevolent 
deeds through their bodies and through son-daughter, 


wife, etc. 
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
